O ur competition this year gave you the total 
num ^ er crimes reported in the residential 
area ® ar ' n 2016 (154), broken down by 
number: 54,36,16,16,16,9,7. We also gave 
you the crime categories and asked you to 
match them up and guess which was the busiest month. 

Well done to Lynda for a nearly perfect answer and to Lois, 
a close second. 

The correct answers are: • Anti-Social Behaviour: 54 • 
Burglary: 16 • Damage: 7 • Other Theft (without breaking in 
eg. bikes, garden ornaments): 9 • Public Disorder (eg. fighting, 
threatening and abusive behaviour in a public place): 16 • Vehicle 
Crime (theft of and front vehicles): 16 • Violence (assault, 
including domestic and sexual): 36 • 

The busiest month was December. 

While violence seems comparatively high Bar Hill is not a 
violent place. Many offences occurred inside homes and 
were no doubt linked to alcohol and domestic strife, 
particularly in December (10 incidents). 

Sozvhatdo thefiguressay about crime in Bar Hill lastyear? 
Bar Hill is well below the national, county and district 
averages for crime: National average of crimes per 1000 
people: 61; Cambridgeshire average: 56; Bar Hill average: 
44. However, if you remove crimes related to the superstore, 
that figure falls to just 25 per 1000 people, which is below 
the village average for South Cambs. 

Understandably those who have been a victim of crime are 
unlikely to agree it is a safe village because every crime is 
distressing. So we must remain vigilant, not become 
complacent and all play our part in keeping our community 
safe.

Council continues to be top performer 
Finance bosses have thanked revenues staff, residents and 
businesses for achieving another top table position in the 
council tax collection league. The latest government 
statistics show that South Cambridgeshire has come joint 
third, collecting 99.4% of all council tax, maintaining last 
year's performance. 

Northstowe 

In May 2017 there was a celebration event as the first 
residents were welcomed into Northstowe. The first houses 
were occupied in April and more buyers are due to move in 
over the coming months. Bloor Homes is building the first 92 
homes, which will be a range of two, three, four and five 
bedroom houses. Two 4-bedroom show homes opened to 
the public on 13th May. Northstowe will eventually 
encompass up to 10,000 new homes and will have a full 
range of early year, primary, secondary and special 
educational needs facilities. 

Cambridge North Rail Station 
The station opened on 21st May 2017. It is located in the 
Cambridge suburb of Chesterton, close to Cambridge 
Science Park. It connects to the Cambridgeshire Guided 
Busway and provides an interchange with Park & Ride and 
local bus services. There are three platforms: Platform 1 
serves southbound fast services to Cambridge and London 
King's Cross; Platform 2 serves northbound services to Ely 
and Norwich; Platform 3 serves semi-fast services to London 
Liverpool Street via Cambridge and Bishop's Stortford, and 
stopping services to London King's Cross via Cambridge and 
Stevenage.

- SEWAGE SPILL, BAR HILL - 
We need your help to wipe out a big problem. There has 
recently been a pollution to a water course within the Bar 
Hill area. A letter drop was carried out. The cause was a 
build-up of FOG (fats, oil, greases) and Rags ( baby wipes, 
sanitary products etc.) which caused sewage to spill out and 
externally flood. 

Here are some quick reminders of what to do to help look 
after your sink and loo. Remember: 

NO surface, make-up, cleaning or baby wipes; 

NO sanitary products, sanitary towels, tampons, 
applicators, or incontinence pads; 

NO food scraps; 

NO cotton buds; 

NO fats, oils or grease; 

NO disposable nappies; 

NO condoms or femidoms; 

NO razor blades; 

NO syringes or needles; 

NO bandages or plasters; 

NO plastic bags or wrappers. 

Even some wipes labelled flushable or biodegradable don't 
break up enough to make it through the wastewater 
treatment process. 

Wipes, sanitary waste and fats, oils and grease all build up 
overtime and cause blocked pumps and pipes stopping 
water flowing freely. When a pump gets clogged, sewage 
can back up into homes and overflow into rivers, and 
repairing or replacing pumps can add considerable expense 
on your water bill. 

Please dispose of wipes and unflushable items in the bin - 
do not flush down the loo. 

Help protect our rivers, wildlife and the environment. 
Keep waste out of the drains to prevent blockages, sewer 
flooding and nasty smells in your property.

A With the Summer Holidays in full swing, we are 

warning young people to stay safe in the Count/s 
waterways and making you aware of the dangers 
of swimming in open water. 

Young people are inclined to gather around waterways to 
enjoy the weather. We want to remind people to keep our 
#RememberRony campaign on their minds if they are 
tempted to cool down in rivers and lakes instead of going to 
supervised lidos. Many lakes and rivers are not easy to access 
for emergency vehicles and many are actually private 
property, not for public swimming with no lifeguard on site. 
The fire service's #RememberRony campaign aims to 
educate young people about the risks associated with open 
water. It is backed by the family of Huntingdon schoolboy 
Rony John, who sadly died in 2014 while playing with friends 
in the Great River Ouse. 

It is important for parents and young people to be aware of 
the risks of open water, such as being deeper than 
anticipated, hazards below the surface to get trapped on. 
Even though the sun may be shining, the water could still be 
very cold causing the body to cramp up and pose a risk to 
getting out the water safety. 

If you see someone in trouble in the water call 999 
immediately with clear details of your location. If possible, 
send someone to the nearest road to flag down the 
emergency services. Find the nearest life ring or anything that 
could help keep them afloat. If someone goes under the 
water, mark the place they were last seen with a piece of 
clothing at the water's edge.
